Tip O’Neil remembers Pop’s Barn 


Tip O'Neil was a guest of 
Aveo, Wilmington, last Fri- 
day. It turned out he knew 
Wilmington many years ago, 
nd one of the things he 
ed to talk about was 
Pop's Barn, on Glen Road. 

The publisher of the Town 
Crier was called in. He 
happens to be the last male of 
the Neilson family, the family 
which lived on Glen Road 50 
odd years ago. At that time it 
could have been called 
Neilsonville. 

Fifty years ago there were 
along Glen 
Road, where ‘it approaches 
Christian and 
Christine Neilson lived in the 


hill, They were better known 
as Pop and Ma Neilson. Eddie 
and Mildred lived in a brown 
bungalow, away from the 
lake, and toward the lake 
were Robert and Dorothea 
Carter and Peter and Caroline 
Neilson. Dorothea was the 


This was the family of 
which Tip O'Neil wanted to 
talk. Tip, of course, is the 
Speaker of the House, in the 
United States Congress. 

Tip also recalled, with some 
pleasure, the pony. It had 
belonged to Caleb Harriman, 
but Pop was the owner when 
Tip knew it, and Sylvia 
Neilson was the little girl who 
went around and delivered 
milk in a pony cart, drawn by 
a real pony 

Fifty-five years ago, it turn- 
ed out, Tip was a visitor to the 
area, He remembered Pop's 
barn well. He was a husky 
eight-year-old boy, and 
the publisher of the Town 
Crier was a tow-headed boy of 
ten 

Tip’s brother Bill was sent 
out into the couatry for his 
health. Tip visited his 
brother, and he knew the 
barn, and the family, and 
recalled incidents with evi- 
dent happiness. Eddie 
Neilson he remembered well - 
Eddie was president of the 
Webster Thomas Company, 
and Tip thought it was the SS 
Pierce Company - both 
wholesale grocer firms. 

Tip remembered the night 
when the floor gave way, in 
the northerly corner of the 
barn, and four cows were 
strangled to death in their 
tethering chains. That was in 
the year 1922, and the writer 
had forgotten all about it until 
Tip mentioned it 

Another subject of which 
Tip and the writer spoke was 
the old electric street cars 
that ran from Charlestown 
past Silver Lake. The reason 
so many of the Charlestown 


real, honest - to - goodness 
Protestants, and that the dis. 
Cussions were not alwys on a 
parliamentary level. 

It was even possible, he 
mused, that Tip and he had ex- 
changed fisticuffs, at some 
time or other 

Tip twinkled at that one. If 
such was the case, he said, he 
knew who won, and it wasn't 
the local boy. 

Pop's Bara 

In a way, one of the in- 
stitutions of Wilmington is the 
barn on the hill overlooking 
Silver Lake - 's Barn as 
Tip O'Neil calls it 

It was probably built about 
150 years ago. There is a 
stone supporting the barn 
which has two types of chisel 
marks, one being flat, and the 
other round. The flat chisel 
was the type used in colonial 
days in Massachusetts. The 
round type came in some 
years after the War of 1812 

‘Among the people who have 
owned that barn was Henry 
Harnden. Wilmington had two 
men of that name. One went 
on to become a Lt. Colonel of 
Cavalry in the Civil War, and 
to capture Jefferson Davis, 


who had been the president of 
the Confederacy. The second 
Henry lived in the farmhouse 
on the hill, and ran a grist mill 
down near where Lubbers 
Brook crosses under Glen 
Road. 


Just when the farmhouse 
was built is not certain. The 
Publisher of the Town Crier 
wrote a story years ago of the 
place. and guessed at an early 
1800 date for the farmhouse. It 
was called The House with 
Fifty-Six Windows 

Alice Papaliolios, who with 
her husband, Costas owns the 
farmhouse today has traced 
back in the Middlesex 
Records to 1704, when, she 
found, the ditch that connects 
Silver Lake to Lubbers Brook 
was dug. It was to supply 
more water for the old mill, 
which quite evidently w: 
started at about that time. 

Alice did not seem to find 
any proof that the farmhouse 
was in existance at that time 

After Henry Harnden died 
the farm became the property 
of the Boston @p Company 
‘They wanted control of the 
ditch, because they were 
harvesting ice from Silver 
Lake in the winter, and ship- 
ping it to Boston in the 
summer. The ice company 
had 17 huge ice houses, where 
the Mildred 8 School is 
today, overlooking Silver 

ke 


In 1902 the ice company 
decided it no longer wanted to 
‘own the old farmhouse. Eddie 
Neilson, one of the boys of the 
Neilson family, heard that it 
was for sale, and talked his 
family into buying it. The
